The Washington Monument. 
We are glad to announce the recommencement | 
of this great work under the special patronage of | 
the State, which is now pledged to finish it the most 
durable manner, according to the design of the 
architect, Mr, Mills. ‘That gentleman has returned | 
to this city, for the purposeof supcrintending the 
work.— There is now every prospect of its being 
completed in less than three years. The statue 
will be finished in about eighteen months. The 
piain marble work will take about the same time — 
The trophies and other ornaments, together with the | 
railing, and the decoration of the square, may re- 

quire perhaps another year. After a lapse of six 
years since the work was brought to its present 
state, there is no appearance of sett/ing in it, a cir 
cumstance very creditable to the builders. 

Notwithstanding its unfinished state, the column 
is an object of great interest to strangers, and is an 
imposing feature in the distant prospect of the city 
in alldirections. Ona nearer view, its proportions 
are not pleasing to the eye in its present state, as 
the base seems to large, and the shaft to start too! 
abruptly from it, and the. pedestal at top looks un- 
finished and unmeaning. When the statue, how- 
ever, shall surmount the summit, the trophies be 
placed at the corners of the base, and the fights of 
of steps be carried up to the entrances, the whole 
will have the pyramidal effect, the want of which is 
very conspicuous now.—The statue alone, at that 
elevated point, will be an object of great interest and 
beauty. 

This immense column, the largest in the world, 
is constructed of solid white marble, and rises with 
its base and statue, one hundred and seventy-five 
feet above the surface of the square surrounding it, 
and two hundred and seventy-five feet above the 
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tide. The grand basement, or zocle, on which it 
stands, is fifty feet square, and twenty-five feet high. 
The column is in diameter about twenty feet, and 
in its altitude bears the proportion of the Greek 
Doric. Above the capital, which is twenvy feet 
square, rises the pedestal of the statue, which is to 
be fifteen feet high.—Each front of the grand base 
or zocle has a door of entrance, to which there will 
be an ascent by steps, flanked on each side by mas 
sive blockings, surmounted by large bronze tripods 
A broad frieze runs round the whole of this base, 
above the doo: ways, crowned with its cornice and 
blocking course, over which, atthe angles, military 
trophies are to be placed. Ona large tablet in the 
frieze, over each door of entrance, is to be inscribed 
the dedication ofthe monument, “To Washington.” 
Whatever other inscriptions are introduced. will be 
placed on the face of the zocle, on each side of the 
entrances,

It 
looks small and rugged; and the prospectis, iu this 
particular, not comparable to that from Hampstead

The view in the direction 
of the harbour and the bay, is boundless, and to the 
west, north and east, there is an amphitheatre of 
hills, some of them bare, but, for the most part, 
richly wooded, and interspersed with numerous 
handsome villas, As the hills in the back ground 
rise as high as the monument itself, marble has 
been preferred to bronze for the material of the 
statue, as more distinguishable from its colour, when 
seen from a distance. A strong evidence of the 
beauty of this scene, is in the numbers that may be 
seen daily onthe lofty capital of the pillar; and 
neither the fatigue of the ascent, nor the darkness 
of the way, is sufficient to deter even the ladies from 
seeking this lofty station. A good telescope, anda 
plan of the city and surrounding country, would be 
an acquisition to stranger visiters ——.4merican. 


Baltimore and Washington Rai! Road —The 
Baltimoreans seem to be really in earnestin the plan 
of making a Rail Road from the Monumental City 
to the City of Washington. They have applied to 
Congress to allow them to make that part of it with- 
in the limits of the District, on terms correspondent 
with those on which itis to be made within the 
Stateof Marylend. A bill for that purpose has pas- 
sed both Houses. The charge on the transportation

aton per mile for toll: and“three cents a ton for 
transportation; and for the transportation of pas- 
sengers, the charge is not to exceed three cents per 
mile. This important project, if carried into effect, 
will greatly facilitate intercourse between this city 
and Baltimore. The distance will then be travelled 
in about one half the time which is now required 
for the travel of the mail stage over the same 





ground. As forpersonal intercourse, aman who 
is willing to amuse himself, will then be sable to 
travel four times ina day from the one city to the 
other; and, iu regard to business, it will be mere 
amusement for a Washingtonian to go to Baltimore 
in the morning and arrive at home in the evening 
with a whole cargo, evenof the most bulky articles 
which enter into commercial transactions. Whata 
contrast will not this be, to the time which we re- 
member, when the mail stage would leave Balti- 
more before day-light {in the winter season) and by 
dint of great exertion, reach here at 9 or 10 o’clock 
that night! In fact, it was often the case, after wet 
thawing weather, that the stage did not arrive here 
until the day following, and sometimes even late on 
that day.
